Whole Russian trade again to Odessa, for so 
long the great tea market of that empire. 


For many years the Ceylon planters have 
been anxious to make green tea ana capture

University Organisation's Build- 


Second Starts After Chief wanes

Fire that started last night in thé basement 
of the eight story University Club buliding, 
116118: Dearborn. street, swept suddenly up 
a freight elevator shaft and through every 
floor, driving over a hundred occupants In a 
panic to the street. 

An hour later, when, seemingly, the fire 
had been extinguished and half the firemen 
had departed, flames were carried to the top 
of the twelve story Boyce building adjoining 
on the north, where they caused damage of 
$5,000 before the full fire force could be again 
summoned.

Chef Sounds the Alarm. — 
. The original fire In the University club 
building was discovered by Arthur Rosen- 


‘berger, the club chef, at 9:150'clock. Rosen- 


berger was in the kitchen on the sixth 
floor when he saw smoke pouring from the 
freight elevator shaft. Ehtering the eleva- 
tor, he descended to the third floor. where 
he sounded an alarm to two private dining 
parties in the front part of the building. 

In a small room not far from the shaft 
were seated at a table Dr. James Nevins 
Hyde and eight @ther physicians, his guests. 
In another room, adjoining, fourteen mem- 
bers of the Chi¢ago Lega) club were dining. 
All rushed to fhe hallway and descended 
the stairway to the street precipitately. 


| Elevator Boy Sticks to Post. 
‘ Rosenberger followed them and turnedina 
fire alarm, consigning the task of warning 
other persons in the building to Arthur West, 
the elevator boy. West ran the passenger 
elevator to the top of the building and then 
descending, notified the oceupants of each 
floor successively to leave the building. . 
A score of employés, lounging in their quar- 
ters on the seventh and eighth floors, and 
members of the club on the lower floors, 
reached the street without injury, followed 
by members of the Chicago Literary club, in 
sesnion at the time of the fire on the second 
Soon afterward the rear of the building was 
filled with flame and smoke, and firemen 
e¢arrying hose through the hallway found 
hard work to reach thé top of the building. 
At 10 o’clock the fire supposedly was under 
control, the building having been flooded with

Cullerton Champions the Police. 


Ald. Cullerton’s championing of the poor, 
persecuted policeman took place in the coun- 
cil meeting in the afternoon. The alderman 
waxed indignant that any one should pre- 
sume to criticise a patrolman for not at- 
tending to his duty. He introduced resolu- 
tions calling on the chief'to pay no attention

O’Neill Praises His Force. 


“'The department has improved since Pi- 
per made his roundés,’’ said Chief O' Neill, 
“and I’ve got the papers to prove it.” 

The “ papers’ proved to be a sheaf of doc- 
uments neatly written and signed by Ser- 
geants aley, Wolfe, Quinlan, Hogan, Crot- 
ty, and Hertz, reporting that since March 29 
they had secretly visited almost all of the 
forty-four police precincts and found “ good 
conditions” existing everywhere. In prac- 
tiéally the same period in which THE TrR1B- 

ung investigators discovered sixty-six offi- 
po and patrolmen violating regulations, the 
chief’s squad, known as the “ Shoofly out- 
fit.” had but two offenses to report. 

The first was booked against Patrolman 
Martin Hogan, who spent five minutes in a. 
saloon. “ but did not take a drink.”” Accord- 
ing to the report, Hogan ate a sandwich, and 
then left after epending but five minutes off 
his beat. The second dereliction was laid at 
the door of Patrolman Patrick Trainor, who 
was accused of standing on one wtrent cor- 
ner for fifty minutes. 


Says Piper Was Misled. 


“Isn't this something of a whitewashing 
report?” Chief O'Neill was asked. 

“No, sir, it is not,”’ he replied, angrily. 
“The men who made it are efficiént patrol 
sergeants noted for their strictness and 
trustworthiness. I've suspended five patrol- 
men upon their recommendation. I'd much 
rather believe them than any outsider We

“But the 
things that were reported to him were all 
wrong.” 

President Joseph Powell of the civil! serv-

‘Expresses Contempt for Piper. 

“Piper be said Inspectors Wheeler 
when asked if he weuld keep closer watch 
over Patrolmen Finan and O’ Neill, located in 
a Haleted street saloon by both THE TRIBUNE 
and Piper reports. “‘ He ought to have staid 
in New York or Oshkosh, or wherever he 
came frem.

POLICE AND THE UNDERWORLD. 


Hoyt King Writes: About Them and. 
- the Citizens’ Association In- 
vestigation. 


’ Under the captien of ‘‘ The Chicago Police- 
man and the Underworld,”’ Hoyt King, coun- 
sel for the Citizens’ association of Chicago, 
has contributed to the May number of “‘ The 
World Today " a summary of the results of 
the investigation that brought Capt. Alexan- 
der Piper to Chicago. Mr. King denies the 
charge that the citizens themselves are re- 
sponsible for crime. On the contrary; he 
says, Chicago citizens are trying to perform 
police duty themselves. 

** The best method to be pursued to secure 
enforcement of law,*’ writes Mr. King, “is 
that pursued by the Citizens’! association. 
With the cotperation of Hull house, it ex- 
posed the graft in the sanitary bureau of the 
health department. that resultéd in cleaning 
out nearly all of the plumbing inspectors. 
The sanitary bureau has since been render- 
ing some real public service."’ 

Then Mr. King tells of. the investigation 
of the police department and the difficulty 
of getting evidence. He recites numerous in- 
stances of police persecution and the manner 
in which criminals are protected. Hethinks 
blame for the demoralization of the police 
force lies much higher up an the patrol- 
man.

Dr. Billings Confident. 

“7 think we will be able to overcome the 
objections of those persons who believe 
the hospital will be a menace to the health 
of the neighborhood,” said Dr. Billings yes- 
terday. ‘“‘ A meeting of the trustees will be 
held on Wednesday for this purpose. " 
““ The fears of these persons spring from 
lack of appreciation of the safeguards which 
modern medical science provides against 
the spread of disease. Moreover, the hospi- 
tal will. be situated in the center of a whole 
block of land and will be surrounded by a 
high wall. 

** It behooves all citizens of Chicago to wel- 
come the building of the hospital. At pres- 
ent there is only the county hospital to pro- 
vide free beds for children suffering from. 
infectious and contagious diseases. Another 
is needed badly,” 

Charles L. Hutchinson, another trustee of 
the hospital, who to Chicago in the 
afternoon after .a three months’ ‘absence, 
said that the wishes of the majority of the 
residents in the neighborhood of the pro- 
posed hospital site would be given considera- 
tion,..but that the trustees would not be 
induced to change the site because a few resi- 
dents objected. 

“ The trustees do not. to take snap 
judgment against the wishes of such resi- 
dents,”” he said. “ First of all, we will talk 
with each one personally and try to demon-. 
strate that the hospital will not affect the 
health of. the neighborhood.” 


Action by the Council. -

of Ald. Snow. The hospital ordinance was 
‘amended so as to require fhe consent of the 
property owners on both sides of the four 
‘streets surrounding the block in which a

There were thirteen districts in which the 
single minority candidate getting three 
votes from each member of his party was 
sure of election no matter how objectionable 
a man he might be. Not enough votes could 
be concentrated on an — candi- 
date to defeat him. 

If each party were to put ap ro candi- 
dates the voters would have a f om of 
choice which is denied them now.

ity will be able to send the better of its two 
nominees to Springfield. Where the district 
is‘not hopelessly one sided, the minority will 
be likely to elect its two men if they are 
capable and honest and one of their oppo- 
nents is a rascal.

The nomination of two 
candidates is most expedient when it is done 
to gain the suffrages of the independent 
voters, whose members ‘are steadily inc 
ing:

What answer will the central committees 
make to the appeal of the Legislative Voters’ 
league? It should -be an affirmative one. 
But there are on both committees some men 
who approve of a system which: enables 
them, thanks to theif control of party ma- 
chinery, to send corrupt minority members 
to Springfield. Every man who looks for- 
ward te being a minority nominee will op-, 
pose it. If he be given a partuer hé will no. 
longer be certain of election. If he have a

the retailer for $6.25 in April, and advance 
10 cents per month till September. It is an 
easy matter fo compute the retailer's profit, 
for it costs 60 cents per ton to deliver coal, 
leaving him 40 cents for office expenses and 
profit.

This arbitrary increase of 50 cents” per 
ton between April and September is based 
on the most philanthropic motives.

STEEL ANNOYING FACTOR. 


Relief Prevails That Present Diy- 
idend Rate on Preferred 
Will Not Be Kept Up. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


NEW YORK, April 25.—[Special.}]—Higher 
‘prices were the rule rather than the ex- 


reption at the opening of the stock market 
this morning, and in,the first hour of business 
the market was fairly active, though not 
pyerstrong. But the trading thereafter 
came practically to a standstill, transactions 
being few, and fluctuations in prices oc- 
eurring only after long intervals. The mar- 
ket, however, not only was dull but weak, 
and nef declines ofa point or more were made 
ip prices of many of the leading issues. 

The belief that a large Russian loan is 
near at hand, while it did not cause any de- 

«sion in the financial sentiment in Eu- 
rope, checked the desire there to buy Ameri- 
ean securities, which began to be exhibited 
a fortnight ago. Since that time the buying 
for London account in this market has been 
insignificant. 

The influence that seemed to be the most 

important in shaping the course of prices to- 
day Was a pressure to sell United States 
Steel preferred shares that bore evidences of 
being genuine liquidation. For more thana 
year bear speculators have, as everybody 
knows, professed great uncertainty as to 
the permanency of the distribytion of divi- 
dends upon United States Steel preferred 
stock at the rate of 7 percent. Thgse fears 
now, it must be confessed, fre becoming 
more general, the chief provoking cause be- 
ing continued unwillingness of railroads to 
slace orders in the customary volume for 
iron and steel products used in railway con- 
gruction, and the development of a seeming 
Ykelihood that this unwillingness will be 
srotonged. As these railroad orders consti- 

te. if not the bulk, at least the most profit- 

le proportion of the on and steel busigess 

the country, apprehension is natural, and 
- the present halt in trade may not speedily 

appear. It seems.to be admitted, if de- 
pendence can be placed upon reports from 
various sections of the country, printed in the 
most trustworthy and authoritative trade 
journals, thdt the feeling of trade is not as 
hopeful now as it was last month. 


Another matter which produced a bad im- 
pression today was the character of western 
crop news. Heavy rains in Kansas and ad- 
joining territory is, of course, not unfavor- 
able to winter Wheat, although in some sec- 
tions they appear to have been so heavy as

in which winter is hanging on in the spring 


wheat country has excited some perturbation. 


in the minds of railroad interests. 


The siacunathons in the bond market today 
afforded more agreeable material for com- 
ment than did the market for shares of stock.

Pulliam, Hermann, and Johnson Re- 
lease Donovan. from St. Louis—No 
| Chan ge in O'Hara Case. 


The mations’ baseball commission Held a meet- 
tne yesterday in the Fisher building to consider 
the cases of ex-Manager Donovan of the St. Louis 
Nationa) league club and Shortstop O’ Hara of the 
Cleveland club:

The. ‘petition of é¢ Cleveland club for a re- 
hearing of the O’Hara case was denied by the 
ecmmission. The commission, however, recom- 
mended the adoption of the following additional 
rule to cover such cases tn the future: 

‘*Rule 26. After the list of players has been 
promulgated by the-secretary of the commission, 
as provided by section. 5, article vil., of the na- 
tional agreement, all omissions, corrections, and 
errors contained therein must be made by all 
clubs, party to the agreement, within fifteen days 
after such promulgation by sending such omis- 
sions, corrections, and errors to the secretary of 
the commissién, who shall thereupon immediately 
promulgate a revised list.

GOOD CHANGE IN 
FOOTBALL RULES, 


More Open and 
ous Play Result of Com- 
-Inittee’s Work. 


STAGG MAKES A REPORT: 


Spectators Will Be Able to Fol: 


low the Ball and Under-. 
stand the Play.. 


Coach Stagg returned from Philadelphia 


| yesterday and announced the important 
changes in the football rules for the next » 


year. He is well satisfied with the changes 
made and believes they will have a tendency 
.to make the game simpler to the spectator 
and safer for the player. Coach McCornack 
of Northwestern is of the same opinion. 

The most important changes have to do 
with the value of a drop or place kick and 
the possibilities of the mass play. The new 
rules will tend to make the game a still 
more open one and at the same time lessen 
the danger to the players. This is the opin- 
ion of Coach Stagg and Coach McCornack. 

The rules committee decided that six 
men must be on the line of scrimmage all 
of the time. Four men besides the quarter- 
back may be played behind the line in any 
part of the field, but one of these men must 
play outside either end of the line. 

The value of the drop kick count was” 
changed from five to four points. The 


quarterback will now be allowed to run with , 


the ball in .any part of the fleld, provided 


he runs the required five — from the man 


who snaps the ball. 

Penalties will be limited to five and fifteen 
yards for all offenses requiring a distance 
penalty. The rules concerning penalties will 

be cddified and placed in one part of the 
Seok so that officials can find them without 


delay. 
To Distinguish Officials. 

The umpire is to have, instead of the cus- 
tomary whistle, a bell or horn or some other 
instrument. This is for the purpose of ena- 
bing the players and spectators to dis 
tinguish between the signals of the officials. 
When the umpire gives his sign@i the team 
completes the play which has been started, 
paying no attention to the signal until the 
ball is downed. If a long run has resulted 
from the play during which the foul was 
committed the run “is allowed if the foul 
has in no way caused or interfered with the 
checking of the runner. 

Hereafter any. deliberate attempt to draw 
an opponent offside will be considered as a 
delay of the gaffe and will be punished. with 
penalty of five yards. 

If a fair catch has been interfered with, 
either by the catcher being thrown or inter- 
fered with in any way, he may receive fif- 
teen yards and put the ball in play by @ 
scrimmage or seceive five yards and havea 
free kick. 

When a team is forced to bring the “pall 
out from behind the goal line after a touch- 
back or safety and the ball is kicked twice 
out of bounds the opponents must put it In 
play from the thirty-five yard line instead 
of from the twenty: Sve yard line, as hereto- 
fore. 

On a punt after a touchdown the opposing 
team must stand not closer than fifteen 
yards to the man who punts. This is a 
change from the former allowapce of ten 
yards. 

Other min changes were made and @ 
number of changes in phraseology, with a 
view of clearing up doubtful points. 


In general the new rules will advance the » 


checker board idea so that the entire grid- 
irom will now be checked off. “ 


Please the Experts. 

That the new rules will be acceptable there 
seems to be little doubt. The eastern critics 
expressed themselves satisfied to Coach 
Stagg, and Coach Yost of Michigan approves 
of the changes. 

Coach McCornack last night said: ‘* I be- 
lieve the rules committee has touched on 
every point objectionable. The spectators 
will be able to see the ball all of the time and 
will better understand the game. They will 
be able to see the scientific side. From the 
players’ standpoint the game will be safer, 
as the heavy mass plays will be eliininated 
in part. The fourth man back of the line will 
allow coaches to work up effective plays 
which, while open in their nature, will be 
powerful and effective.”
